-by the States of the Empire at Franckfort, 
Anno 1634. he had dealt by permiſsion and 
command of her Majeſty, with the chief

Hiuſtrious Archbiſhop of Bremer, who gave him a 
referenceto ſome chief Divines, who entertained 
- his motions with very good liking, and/gave him 
an anſwer to the ſame. Inlike manner he'made 
Propoſalls to thoſe of Szode, who took the lame in- 
to mature confideration, and promiſed to concurre 
with others in anſwering. At laſt he went to thoſe 
of Brunſwick, and Lumeburg,where, with the ſingular 
favour of thoſe Princes, and by the moſt pious 
and peaceable inclinations of their Came Mons, 
and chief Divines, towards the Work of Recon- 
cilement, a ground was laid for a very cffeQuall 
progreſſe. For they have made the Work their 
own, undertaking to diſpoſe the reſt of the Lurhe- 
ran Churches, and Univerſities, unto a reall con- 
currence init, that afterwards they may proceed 
with our Churches, joyntly, to a full concluſion.
